3. Our Situation 

/ 

We assemble approximately .100 ra in a southerly direction from BARREL 
(Benchmark 550) ^TSee Enclosure A/, Before us, extending beyond KNOLL 
(Benchmark 565 ) and HAT (Benchmark 526) is west- To our right is north, 
to our left is south and behind us in the direction of BARREL (Kulovaty 
forest) ip east. To our right, approximately seven km away is BOX 
(Village A). To the right is GARDEN (Green forest). Before us lies 
KNOLL (Benchmark 565 ). Behind KNOLL (Benchmark 565 ) and to the left is 
HAT (Benchmark 526) whioh is in a dense pine forest- "ive km from HAT 
(Benchmark 526) is CHESSBOARD (Village B) . Approximately 100 m beyond 
HAT (Benchmark 526) is ROPE (Main road from village B to village C ) . 
Further to the left is TRIANGLE (Trigonometer 555) and a little to the 
left from TRIANGLE (Trigonometer 555) is BLUE (UhlirBky forest). To 
the left of us and appuosdmatJstty 300 m in a southerly direction is RIBBON 
(Road from village A to village C) . Further behind us is BARREL (Kulovaty 
forest). 

4 , The Enemy Situation 


Our Air Force and ground ■ reconnaissance . confirmed ; . the fc i 1 owing : 

The enemy, who has stopped after retreating, is protecting himself 
by building a defense line in the vicinity of X, generally along line XT. 

He has been building his defense line for the past 10 days. Before us, 
in the vicinity of KNOLL (Benchmark 565), the 3d Bn of the 2d Regt of the 
28th Div is opposing our units. The enemy's tactics are known to us. He 
has hullt three defense lines. Before the; enemy, in the second defense 
line, are anti-personnel and anti-tank mines, which have been laid in 
staggered rows in an area about 15 m in width and seven m in depth. The 
first defense line is composed of emplacements with light and heavy machine- 
guns. Most of the terrain between the enemy and us is adequate for 
tank movements. According to reports received, the morale of this 
division is poor; the civilian inhabitants sympathise with us more than 
with the enemy. However, the enemy has sufficient arms, ammunition, 
fuel and food supplies and there is sufficient drinkable water in the 
area he occupies. There has as yet been no outbreak of disease among 
either the enemy troops or the civilian population. Date of report D-2. 
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5 . Mission of the Regiment 

The strengthened 38 th Mecz Regt is attacking in a westerly direction. 
Its mission is to destroy the enemy and its supporting elements in the 
vicinity of KNOLL (Benchmark 565 ) and TRIANGLE (Trlgonometer 555) . Its 
immediate mission is to reach BLUE (Uhlirsky. forest) and its further 
mission iB to reach the outskirts of CHESSBOARD (Village B) , which it is 
to destroy and proceed in a westerly direction until given further 
orders. 

(a) Combat Disposition 

The regiment attacks with two battalions in the first line and 
one in the second. The remainder of the regiment, such as the Regt Hq 
reserve, will support the Arty Unit, the 120-mm. Mort Unit and the DDS 
(divisional artillery group) until they reach CHESSBOARD (Village B) . 

(b) Reserves 

Reserves are utilized in accordance with the decisions of the 
commander of the regiment. 

( 0 ) Rear Units 

The regimental ammunition point, medical station and kitchen are 
on the western outskirts of BARREL (Kulovaty forept) . 

(d) Mission of the 2d Mtz Bn 

The 2d Mtz Bn, with a battery of 120-mm mortars and a platoon 
of tanks, proceeds In the direction of the main strike, attacking in a 
westerly direction toward KNOLL (Benchmark 565 ) and HAT (Benchmark 526) , 
Its immediate mission is to reach KNOLL (Benchmark 565.) and its further 
mission is to reach HAT (Benchmark 526) , . It further advances in a 
westerly direction to the southern outskirts of CHESSBOARD (Village B) . 

It is to reach the high ground, destroying anything that stands in Its 
way, and to proceed in a westerly direction until given further orders. 
During the advance it is supposed to destroy the enemy's supporting ^ 
elements. In the third defense line it destroys No 3_(LMG emplacement). 

No 4 (LMG emplacement). No 5 (HMG emplacement). No 6 (LMG emplacement) , 

No 15 (HMG emplacement) and No 16 (45 -mm AT gun) . After it accomplishes 
this mission it is to continue further and destroy No 17 (82 -mm mortar 
position) . 

(®) Mission of the 1st Mecz Bn 

The 1st Mecz Bn is given a similar mission and the same amount 
of support as the 2d Mtz Bn. 

(f ) Mission of the 3d Mecz Bn 

The 3d Mecz Bn is to advance In the direction of the third 
defense line, approximately 400 m behind the 1st and the 2d Bns, and is to 
destroy all enemy forces with the aid of a platoon of tanks.- Should the 
enemy counter-attack^ the 3d Mecz Bn is to neutralize such a move. In the 
event of a strafing by enemy planes it Is to utilize all of Its weapons 
in firing at the planes . During the course of the attack it will receive 
further orders from the regimental commander, for the accomplishment 
of its mission. 
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(g) Mission of the Tanks 

During the course of the attack the tanks are to suDnort the 
Infantry and to destroy the anti-tank guns of the enemy Ther a™
